TRUCE IN MANILA STRIKE, 


Seamen Return to Work, Pending Set- 
tlement of Differences by 
Arbitration.

MANILA, Dec. 4.—Collector of Cus- 
toms G. R. Colton intervened today in 
the strike of the coastwise geamen, 
which was declared yesterday to en- 
force a demand for 10 per cent. in- 
crease of pay.

Arrius having died, freed from the 
restraint imposed upon him by his 
adopted father, Ben-Hur seeks Si- 
monides, his dead father’s steward, in 
the city of Antioch, hoping to learn 
from him the fate of his mother and 
Tirzah.

‘ti bis treasures his daughter, Esther, 
is the dearest. and jealousty he has 
guarded her from the eyes of men. 
Ben-Hur is charmed by the youthful 


beauty and filial devotion of the Jew-} 


ish maid, and Esther admires the 


Tone vigor and high resolves of the 


long-absent Prince of Hur. 

Simonides refuses to acknowledge 
Ben-Hur, although secretly he believes 
his story. To test Ben-Hur, Simonides 
mentions that Messaia is to compete 
in the forthcoming chariot races in 
the Circus of Antioch. Ben-Hur is in 
a rage on the instant, and demands 
to know where Messala can be found. 
He is told that Messala is training his 
Steeda in the Greve of Daphne, and, 
as he rushes away, Simonides sends 
Maliuch, a faithful servitor, to follow 
him and watch the meeting. If Mes- 
gala recognizes Ben-Hur, then he is 
really the son of Ithamar, Prince of 
Hur, and heir to the great property 
which Simonides holds.

| OPPOSES LICENSE. 
— 

Realty Board Objects to Proposed Bill 
and Will Make New Recom- 
mendations. 

At a meeting of the Los Angeles 
Realty Board at the Westminster Ho- 
tel yesterday, a discussion of the bill 
submitted by the Legislative Commit- 
tee of the State Realty Federation, 
which would require all rea! estate 
agents to obtain a license from the 
State and to give bond for $5000, was 
the principal subject acted’ upon. 

In the absence of De Witt'H. Gray, 
president of the Fresno Real Estate 
Board, and author of the bill, its pro- 
visions were explained by Herbert Bur- 
dett. The bill as outlined by the spe- 
clal Legislative Committee of the fed- 
eration provided simply for a fixed bond 
of $5000. As printed for consideration by 
the various realty boards, certain pro- 
visions were inserted, which Mr. Bur-

big | dett stated had not been 


the committee. 

It was proposed that a committee of 
the Los Angeles board be appointed to 
consider certain amendments which 
would provide for a fixed bond of $5000, 
instead of a minimum of $5000, and a 
larger bond at the discretion of the 
bureau charged with approval of such 
bonds; for the appointment by the Gov- 
estate commissioner. 
who will issue licenses, approve bonds 
and sureties and pass upon complaints 
against agents; these complaints to be 
accompanied by a bond of at least $1000 
to indemnify the agent complained of 
for damages or expense, in case the 
complaint should not be sustained; 
suits based upon such complaints to be 
brought within three month, instead 
of within a year, as provided in the 
original bill. 

The measure as drafted would have 
placed the matter in the hands of the 
Bureau of Building and Loan Super- 
Vision. 

Many members of the board partict- 
pated in the discussion, and it was evi- 
dent that the bill, as drawn, would 
have had very little support. It was 
finally referred to the Governing Com- 
mittee for consideration, who will re- 
port its recommendations to the board 
at > meeting to be held within two 
weeks.

Therefore, when 
the report came up for consideration 
last night, Stearns and Robinson 
promptiy gave notice that they would 
not attempt to consider any of the 
amendments until they had been put 
in proper legal shape. Stearns aldo 
doubted the wisdom of some of the 
amendments. He asked if the revis- 
ion committee had taken the trouble 
to consult any of the city departments 
to see if any good would be affected 
by the amendments which abolish 
some departments and consolidate 
others.

SHRINK IN BOILING. 


— 

Crawfish Become Under Legal Length 
After Being Put in the Pot—San 
Diego Suit. 

SAN. DIEGO, Dec. 3.—It was demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of Justice 
Thorp of the township court yesterday 
that after going through a boiling 
process crawfish will shrink all the 
way from one-eighth of an inch to one 
and three-quarters inches. 

The demonstration was conducted in 
behalf of Charles Holmquist and C. E. 
Osborn, who were arrested on a com- 
plaint sworn to by County Game War- 
den Toms, chara@ing them with hav- 
ing tm their posg@ession crawfish less 
than the eleven Mfches prescribed by 
law. The demonstration resulted in 
instructions to the jury to acquit the 
defendants after a representative of 
the District Attorney's office moved 
to dismisa. 

Holmquist and Osborn pleaded that 
the crawfish measured by the game 
warden were of the regulation length 
before the boiling process. 

Judge Torrance rendered judgment 
for $7839.90 in favor of the plaintiffs, 
5S. W. Rand and W. W. Perkins. in 
their suit against the Columbian Real- 
ty Company yesterday. He exonerated 
the company from any charge of 
fraud.
